> yrOST surprising news comes out of Washington. 
V i It is President Roosevelt has decided to leave 
it to congress to determine how much shall be 
spent for federal activities calling for large sums 
of money which have been the storm center of 
criticism since the president was re-elected. 
Among other things it is said that the gizr.ard 
has been sliced out of farm benefits, relief appro­ 
priations reduced to a new record low, reclamation 
undertak ings reduced to a minimum, and the CCC 
and the NYA cut drastically. 
Of a welcome type is the report that in the 
face of a big splurge to increase appropriations 
for national defense, the budget which the presi­ 
dent will submit to congress limits that increase 
to 500 million dollars. 
That decision should be 
hailed because of other and more pressing do­ 
mestic needs, chief among which is relief, and 
adequate support for the farmer. 
But the strategy is the natural result of the 
contest between the president and a formidable 
block in congress. 
It was great sport when the 
president’s critics could point the accusing finger 
and say he was responsible for spending. 
Yet 
under the conditions that developed a spending 
policy was vital to the political life of members 
of congress. 
Now what has tak en place is that 
the president has handed them the shoe and has 
told them to put it on. 
It is lik ely to prove ex­ 
ceedingly painful. 
Mr. Roosevelt will be accused 
of playing politics but the decision rests with con­ 
gress. 
The development seems to have 
a very perti­ 
nent bearing upon the much discussed aspirations 
of the president for a third term. If spending made 
the president politically impregnable as his critics 
charged, then the slashes which have been made 
in the spending program may be tak en as indis­ 
putable proof of his intention to retire to private 
life at the conclusion of his present term of office.

Garbed In White

AMOUFL.^GE came to a new height of im­ 
portance and respectability as a part of mili­ 
tary tactics in the World war. 
It was not new, but the success with which it 
was used gave it place in the fighting language of 
every nation. 
Not until Finland began the defense of her na­ 
tive soil, however, has the news columns revealed 
the employment of tactics of camouflage to the de­ 
gree common in the last war. 
It was the white- 
clad soldiers of Finland who were credited with 
stopping the Russian march, and of bringing dis­ 
order and confusion to the Russian army. Against 
a back ground of deep snow, these Finnish soldiers, 
enveloped in white from their heads to their 
ank les, were able to surprise an enemy superior 
in numbers, and to exact heavy toll before their 
presence became k nown. 
In the familiar language of the prize ring, and 
of the baseball diamond, it’s hard to hit what 
you cannot see. 
And while the use of white hoods by the Finnish 
armies has brought camouflage to the front again, 
the German crew of the Bremen used It most 
successfully in its dash across the Atlantic. While 
steaming through the waves, the ship was painted 
a slate gray to mak e it invisible in the fogs and 
the mists of the waters through which it sailed. 


Reservoirs Must Be Emptied

NE of the problems in connection with the 
development of the flood control program on 
the Republican river, said to be of serious concern 
to the army engineers, is the necessity that the 
reservoirs be emptied when the spring floods come. 
A sound irrigation program goes a long way 
toward eliminating that trouble on the Republican 
river.

is a loss to the world as well as to the nations im­ 
mediately affected. 
Then, what stands in the way, in the practical 
sense? Would Hitler re.store Czechoslovak ia, minus 
the Sudetenland? 
Would he relinquish the sec­ 
tions of Poland he has seized? 
Could any of the 
nations of Europe be persuaded that instead of 
armament, wise national policy in all of them 
would call for drastic disarmament, and discon­ 
tinuance of the practice of devoting huge sums of 
money each year to building additional imple­ 
ments of war?

comes back to us when he said that he wanted to 
serve humanity. 
Never was there a greater op­ 
portunity.

OUTS TANDING PROGRES S MADE 
TREATING CHRONIC DEAFNES S 
This is a week of stock -tak ing 
and so we are allowed to review 
the progress that has been made 
in the medicine during the past 
year and to look forward to what 
the future holds. 
I have spent 
some time in going 
through 
all 
t he 
announcements 
of 
ne w 
methods that 
have 
been 
made 
during the year, and I should say 
that the outstanding piece of pro­ 
gress, from a practical 
stand­ 
point, is the work on the surgical 
treatm ent of chronic deafness. 
By an operation devised by Dr. 
Julius Lempert, it is possible toj 
break up the 
bony 
fixation of 
the small bones of the middle ear, 
allowing resumption of 
normal 
transmission of sound waves. 
Chronic deafness of the scleros­ 
ing type is due to a change in the 
bony structure of the internal ean 
Spongy 
bone 
is 
replaced by 
hard bone. This fixes the ossicles 
of the ear so that 
they can 
no 
longer move and transmit the vi­ 
brations of the ear drum. 
Hearing Mechanism. 
The mechanism of hearing de­ 
pends upon the impingement ci 
sound waves on the thin mem­ 
brane, the ear drum. From the 
ear drum to the middle ear, the 
wave is transmitted by the move­ 
ment of three tiny bones k nown 
as the ossicles. 
When the sound 
waves reéch the inner ear, they 
are pick ed up by the fine fibers 
of the 
organ 
of 
hearing 
and 
transmitted to the higher centers 
in terms of sound. 
In cronic scierosing deafness, 
the bone at the entrance to the 
organ 
of 
hearing 
turns 
from 
spongy 
bone 
to a marble-lik e; 
ha r d ness, 
fixing 
the 
ossicle 
so that it cannot move. 
The or­ 
gan of hearing is intact 
and all 
the nerve connections are intact. 


Dr. Lempert’s 
operation con­ 
templates going in and mak ing a 
new connection 
so 
that 
sound 
waves con once more be trans­ 
mitted directly to the organ of 
hearing. 
I have been talk ing to an ear 
specialist who has spent some 
months with Dr. Lempert and 
has seen his results and learned 
his technique. 
The operation is 
long—it tak es about four hous— 
and is necessarily 
an extremely 
difficult and delicate 
piece 
of 
surgery. 
The results, however, 
justify any 
amount 
of 
effort 
spent, because, 1 am told, in four 
out of five cases a good result is 
obtained. 
The possibilities of tne 
relief of suffering are so great 
that any amount of effort spent 
in perfecting this procedure will 
be well rewarded. 
It is the history of surgical pro­ 
cedure that in the course of time 
operations are greatly simplified, 
and it is reasonable to expect that 
this one will have the same out­ 
come. 
The Clendening prize for the 
best research of the year goes to 
Dr. Lempert.

Co // for Ending O f War Comes N of Only From Leaders 


Like Roosevelf A n d Plus But From Peoples

^ H E renewed efforts of President Roosevelt and Pope Pius 
toward peace cannot but increase hope that w ar’s end may 
come, if not just now, still without the necessity of a long and 
destructive struggle. 
He would indeed be a pessimist who saw no good in the 
steady growth of the pressure for peace. That is especially so 
since the call comes not only from great personalities through- 
out the world but from the folk in ordinary walk s of life. 
Most significant about it all is that this feeling isn’t restrict­ 
ed to non-belligerents. The peoples of the countries at war, while 
loyal to their governments and prepared to bow their neck s to 
the yok e, definitely desire to get back to their jobs and their 
flower gardens. 
Only yesterday we had a strik ing confirmation of this from a 
nigh place. King George of England, in addressing the men of his 
iignung services and the peoples of his vast empire over the air, 
declared earnestly: 
We cannot tell what the new year at hand will bring—if it 
brings peace for which all men hope, how thank ful we shall be.” 


BRITAIN REMAINS UNDAUNTED. 
He very naturally added that if the new year “brings 
a re­ 
newed struggle it shall find us undaunted.” 
The week -end saw not only our president and his holiness 
combmmg to terminate the European conflict, but leaders of the 
great Protestant and Jewish congregations of America responded 
quick ly to the president’s appeal for support in the cru.sade. 
Prime Minister DeValera of Ireland came on the air to add 
his plea. He advocated that the nations at war seek a settlement 
now in good will rather than wait until exhaustion has forced 
the requisite dispositions for peace.” 
Meantime, of course, there still stands the very recent offer 
of the queen of the Netherlands and the k ing of the Belgians to 
mediate between the allies and Herr Hitler. Mussolini never has 
ceased to work quietly for peace. 
u 
represents a great driving force which can 
hardly be ignored indefinitely. The peace ferment which is work ­ 
ing so actively everywhere is bound to mak e itself felt in the 
Jong run.

Hope shouldn’t lead us to rash conclusions about the im­ 
minence of peace, however, for we must recognize—as undoubt- 
edly do the leaders of the peace crusade—that the present lik ely 
isn t the appointed hour. Neither warring side has yet felt the 
pinch of real privation, or the horrors of heavy loss of life and 
devastation--and their aims are as far apart as the two poles. 
Jierr Hitler is m no frame of mind to give up his frc.shly ac­ 
quired territories. The allies are quite as determined that he shall 
not k eep what they characterize as ill-gotten gains, and still de­ 
clare against a Hitlerian peace. 
So it would seem that the conflict must continue until one 
of the governments is sufficiently squeezed to incline to peace. 
Just what form this finish will tak e, or how long it will require 
to reach it, is anybody’s guess.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26— (IN S)—A farm ho using pro gram 
u nder which the go v ernm ent w ill rent farm ers a bo use and o ne 
acre o f land fo r $50 and $55 a year has been drafted and will 
be pu t into o peratio n by the U. S. ho using au tho rity abo ut the 
first o f the year. 
U. S. ho using au tho rity adm inistrato r N athan Strau s in­ 
fo rm ally anno unced the plan after a brief call at the w hite ho use 
to day. 
He did no t see the president bu t will co me back to m o r- 
•ro w fo r an appo intm ent with Mr. Ro o sev elt and said he wo uld 
hav e the pro gram ready fo r the president to pu t into effect 
w ithin the next two o r three weeks. 
Strau s was relu ctant to talk abo ut his new pro ject, and re­ 
fused to go into details. 
Under the Strau s plan, farm ers w ith larger acreage w ill make 
a lo an o f o ne acre fo r the lo w co st ho using pro jects in ru ral 
areas. 
Strau s wo uld no t rev eal ho w the ho uses fo r the small farm s 
wo uld be built, bu t it was gathered that the go v ernm ent wo uld 
co nstruct the sim ple buildings befo re it rents them to farm ers. 
While the price wo uld be $50 and $55 in cash per year, Strau s 
rem arked that so me painting and o ther wo rk, to be credited to 
the farm er at a v alue o f $24 , wo uld be perfo rm ed by each lesso r. 
The U. S. ho using chief said no legislatio n was necessary to 
pu t this pro gram into effect because sale o f the sm all pro perties 
was no t co ntem plated. 
The pro gram appeared to anticipate a m ixed cro p o n the 
small farm s in o rder t6 supply fo o d to the ho useho lders rather 
than to gro w a mo ney cro p. 
Ho wev er, Strau s said, num ero us

that he wo uld make them public w ithin the next few days.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2S—(AP) 
—Th e federal government pu ts 
into operation next month its far- 
reach ing plan to provide mass 
secu rity in th e form of month ly 
retirement pe nsio ns fo r older 
workers and th eir dependents. 
It will be th e beginning of th e 
month ly pay-off of old age insu r­ 
ance benefits u nder th e social 
secu rity law, and estimates indi­ 
cate th at du ring 1940 more th an 
$100,000,000 will be distribu ted to 
approximately 1,000,000 persons. 
Th e social secu rity pay-off will 
not approach th e goals of variou s 
proposals advocated by old-age 
pension grou ps. For th e most part 
it may fall sh ort of th e $55 a 
month average secu rity wage paid;

Wh ere th ere art" 
no immediate su rvivors of a work­ 
er, su ch as a widow or ch ild, a 
dependent parent is entitled to a 
benefit equ al to one-h alf th e pri­ 
mary amou nt. 
Th e fixed limitations of th e law, 
h owever, never will permit th e 
month ly benefit to exceed $85, re­ 
gardless of th e nu mber of depend­ 
ents or su rvivors wh o file claims 
for a sh are of an insu red worker’s 
old age benefit. In addition,.th e 
law provides th at th e aggregate 
su pplemental benefits paid to a 
wage earner’s family never can be 
more th an twice th e amou nt of 
h is basic benefit. 
Th e retired worker wh o qu ali­ 
fies for a month ly retirement an­ 
nu ity mu st be 65 or older and 
sh ow an earning record of at least 
$50 in each of six calendar qu ar­ 
ters since th e end of 1936.

only 
death or th e retu rn to a gainfu l 
occu pation covered by th e law can 
stop th em.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26— (AP) 
—In an effort to encou rage soil 
conservation practices. Secretary 
Wallace h as directed th at th e farm 
secu rity 
administration 
refu se 
loans to tenants or sh arecroppers 
wh en th e wou ld-be bu yer’s farm 
plan provides for only one cash 
crop. 
Th e policy is expected to popu ­ 
larize CF’Op-rotation and diversi­ 
fication in single crop areas, par­ 
ticu larly in th e cotton sou th . 
Th e new FSA 
requ irement is 
part of a program wh ich Wallace 
annou nced last nigh t to ch ange 
agricu ltu re department practices 
to increase th eir effectiveness in 
conserving soil and forestry re­ 
sou rces. 
“Land is still wearing ou t faster 
th an we can restore it,” Wallace 
said. “We are making su bstantial 
progress toward conservation, yet 
we realize th at all we h ave done 
is only a start in th e righ t direc­ 
tion.” 
AAA To Pay Greater Su bsidies. 
In addition to th e FSA, th e 
agencies affected by 
Wallace’s 
program are Ih e agricu ltu ral ad­ 
ju stment administration, th e soil 
conversation service, th e forestry 
service, th e ou reai: of agricu ltu ral 
economics and th e extension ser­ 
vice. 
Th rou gh programs operated by 
th e.se u nits, farmers will be asked 
to place greater emph a.sis on con­ 
servation. In some of th e pro­ 
grams, farmers will be requ ired 
to take su ch steps. 
Th e AAA wil pay greater su b­ 
sidies to farmers co-operating in 
th e crop control programs wh o 
employ conservation practices not 
carried ou t normally on a large 
nu mber of farms. Payments for 
common 
conservation 
practices 
were decreased.
